The senate passed the repealer 


Tuesday. The house acted yester- 
day, but added a brief amendment 
cancelling taxes assessed,- but not 
collected, under the compulsory 
cotton control law. The senate 
concurred in this change today. 
Erasing of these three post AAA 
acts paved the way for debate on 
the reviseB administration AAA 
replacement bill which the senate 
agriculture cmmittee 
unanimous- 


ly approved late yesterday as a 
substitute for the Bankhead bill. 
The substitute, similar to tne 
Jones bill pending before the 
house, provides a dual system of 
federal subsidiaries for soil con- 
servation and other crop central 
operations. 
"I think we have just about got- 
ten out of the twilight zone as to 
constitutionality," said Chairman 
Smith (D-SC) of the senate agri- 
culture committee.

In the- aftermath of the debate, 
imperialist ' newspapers 
hurled 


broadsides against both Lansbury 
:and David Lloyd George, former 
prime minister, who. supported, the 
proposal for an international peace 
roundtable. 
"There is a suggestion that we 
are ready to feed the lions because 
they are growling so loudly in' va- 
rious parts of' Europe—feed them 
with-' checks of the British em- 
pire," • the Morning Post said ed- 
itorially. 


Such an idea, this newspaper as- 
serted, was unworthy of English- 
men. 


The' Express commented that 
perhaps Reich'sfuehrer Adolf Hit- 
ler, Premiere Mussolini or Emper- 
or Hirohito would be the new rul- 
er of-Britain's colonies, • receiving 
mandates as a reward for mak- 
ing .peace with the League' of Na- 
tions.

AAA processing taxes, disclosed} 
five declined in price while five 
others advanced since Jan. 6 when 
the history-making decision of the 
supreme court was announced. 


Most price changes were com- 


paratively Insignificant and sev- 
eral important trade factors In- 
cluding cold weather appeared as 
market 
influences. The decision 


apparently had no direct effect in 
other cases. 
Hogs showed the sharpest re- 
action, advancing $1 a hundred 
pounds immediately after -the de- 
cision. The top is now $1,40 above 
that of Jan. 6 but some of this 
increase was credited to the cold 
wave and light receipts.

MONTERREY, Feb. 5.— 


Organized labor and capitalists of 
this industrial capital of Mexico 
united today' in a . "shut down." 
and demonstration against what 
they called "an open attempt by 
communists to establish a bolshe- 
vist 
dictatorship." 


Backed by 42 labor syndicates 


and " by virtually every profes- 
sional 
and 
social 
organization, j 


owners of commercial' and Indus-1 
trial establishments closed their 
doors for the 
two-day 
"shut 


down," which paralyzed the city's 
economic life. 


Even bakeries and milk stores 


were closed. Few vehicles moved 
in the streets. The only plants 
functioning were those of the two 
daily 
newspapers, El Porvenir 


and. El Sol. 


A demonstration, in which its 


sponsors estimated 60,000 persons 
of the city's population of 165,- 
000 would participate, was called 
for mid-day. 


The outcome of the struggle In- 


formed sources considered vital 
to the economic future of Mexico. 


Federal troops were ordered to 


be ready to prevent 
disorders. 


Troops intervened last night to 
end one street .fight 
between 


medical students and aleged com- 
munists. 


Leaders of the "center of em- 


ployer*' of Nuevo Leon" organ- 
ized the parade and 
the 
shut 


down "in protest 
against 
the 


open activities of communist agi- 
tators from outside who are open- 
ly trying to change the present 
regime and establish ft bolshevist 
dictatorship." 


Decide Strike Legal. 


The immediate • motive for 
the 


protest was a. decision 
by 
the 


board of conciliation and arbitra- 
tion that a strike in the "La 
Vidriera" glass factory was legal. 


The employers Venter, assert- 


ing that only a. communist mi- 
nority of the factory workmen 
supported the strike, demanded 
the dismissal of Teo'filo Perez as 
president 
of 
the 
conciliation 


board. 


"The president and members of 


his cabinet have stated plainly 
that they. 'are not communistic 
and do not'favor communism," a 
spokesman for 
the 
employers' 


group said, "but still the .agita- 
tion continued through the coun- 
try and it must 
be stopped if 


business is to continue. 


Workmen Satisfied. 


"Workmen In Monterrey, 
the 


most important center of employ- 
ment in Mexico, are satisfied with 
conditions, .as is shown by the 
fact that they. are backing the 
protest demonstration." 


From its headquarters. In Mex; 


ico City the General Confedera- 
tion of Workers and Peasants,

They argued that the courts 
had the right to go behind the 
enrolled bill in the secretary of 
state's office and determine the 
legislature's intent.

omitted statutes should be strick- 
en down, prior laws against the 
same offenses would become ef- 
fective, hfe contended. 


Not Signed By Governor. 
McKinnev took the position that 
he missing articles never were 
enacted 
into law because they 
were not Included in the enrolled 
bilj in the secretary of state's of- 
fice. 
He made a further point 
that they were invalid because 
the governor did not sign them. 
He said Gov. Miriam A. Ferguson 
affixed her signature to the in- 
complete copy.

HUNTSVILLE, Feb.

State's attorneys assembled 
here 
today to fight for the lives of 
Texas' ISO lost laws In a test case 
before District Judge W. W. Dean. 


Through a binder's error the 
Statutes, which outlaw a variety 
of offenses, were omitted from the 
official copy of the 1925 codifica- 
tion of the state's criminal laws. 
The* mas take of 11 years ago was 
discovered last week -by attorney 
for a. law publishing company who 
was looking through the achives 
In the office of the secretary of 
state at Austin. 


Attorney General William Mc- 


Craw came from Austin to di- 
rect the case for the state. He was 
aided by Scot Gaines and Earl 
Street, assistant attorneys general, 
Lloyd Davidson, state's attorney 
before the court of criminal ap- 
peals, and Max Rogers, district 
attorney here. 
State Representative A. T. Mc- 


Kinney of Huntsville was the lone 
opposing counsel. He emphasized 
that the suit was purely a friend- 
ly one and that he hoped the state 
would raise all possible issues so 
that the question of validity of 
thev'laws might be settled finally. 
McCraw said he would contend 
that a mechanical 
mistake can 


not supersede the will of the leg- 
islature. 
"The facts that the articles In 
the copy In the secretary of state's 
office are not numbered consecu- 
tively and that the .index shows 
that something is missing should 
convince anyone that the legis- 
lature did not intend to omit the 
statutes in question," he said. 
"The measure, as deposited in 


the secretary of state's office, is 
an absurdity," he contended, "and 
its general repealing clause re- 
pealing all laws not 
embraced 


therein could not have the effect 
of giving standing to an absurd- 
ity." 
The case of T. J. Copeland of 
Seymour, serving a two year sen- 
tence for incest in the state peni- 
tentiary, was selected for the test. 
The law 'against insect was one 
of the omitted statutes, and Cope- 
land Is seeking his freedom on a 
writ of habeas corpus. He main- 
tains that he is being "illegally re- 
strained 
of his liberty." 
Regardless of the decision here, 
the case will be taken to the court 
of criminal appeals as quickly as 
possible. If Copeland should be 
successful in the higher court, it 
would mean that 
approximately 


40 convicts in the state's prison 
system would gain their freedom. 
Some lawyers have suggested the 


wswsibility that the entire crimin- 
al code might fall. They raise the 
question that the governor must 
sign or veto all bills except ap- 
propriation bills In their entirety, 
and that in this Instance 
the 
courts might hold that Governor 
Miriam A. Ferguson signed the 
penal code only in part since she 
affixed her signature to the faul- 
ty copy In the secretary of states 
office. State's attorneys said, how- 
ever, that such a view contained 
" no merit wheatever." 
Of the approximately 500 copies 


of the code, the, one in the sec- 
retary of state's office is the only 
one which is incomplete, attor- 
neys say. It happened that the 
bad copy was selected as the ol"- 
cial one. although the chances were 
several hundred to one against it.
